NFCUS Seminar Appraises 
Culture Forces in Canada

Forty-five students from universities across the country met in Montreal early 
this month to discuss the impact of various cultures on the development of Canada. 



A week of bilingual sessions took 
the delegates through the second 
annual seminar of the National 
Federation of Canadian University 
Students. The conference, held at 
the Université de Montréal, was 
financed by a $6500 grant from 
the Canada Council. 

McGill was not represented, al- 
though two delegates had been 
named. 

Co-directors of the seminar were 
Dr. Robert L. McDougall, director 
of the Institute of Canadian studies 
at Carleton University, and Dr. 
Marcel Rioux, prominent Canadian 
anthropologist. 

Twenty-two speakers and pane- 
lists representing Canadian regio- 
nal and ethnic groups, politics, 
education and literature set the 
keynote for the students' discus- 
sions. Among them were M. J. 
Coldwell, national leader of the 
CCF party, and writers Roger 
Lemelfn and Lister Sinclair. 

ETHNIC RELATIONS 

The students explored extensi- 
vely the relations between ethnic 
groups — the English-speaking ma- 
jority, the French-Canadians, and 
the "'third element", thè Euro- 
pean minorities. They analyzed tho 
present state of the Canadian cul- 
ture and speculated on its future 
development. 

Delegates gave unanimous ap- 
proval at the conference's closing 
session to two resolutions growing 
out of the seminar topic. One called 
on NFCUS to adopt a policy fa- 
vouring the teaching of French In 
early grades across the country. 
The other proposal suggested 
means for fostering increased cul- 
tural exchange with ethnic and re- 
gional groups. 

The resolutions will be presented 
to the NFCUS Congress, which sets 
federation policy. This year's con- 
gress takes place in October at 
the University of Saskatchewan in 
Saskatoon. 

Seminar speakers clashed sharp- 
ly over the issue of French Can- 
ada's relations with thé rest of 
the country. Prof. Marcel Brunet, 
director of the history department 
at. the Université de Montréal, hail- 
ed Quebec . resistance to Ottawa 
"paternalism/' as a sign of matur- 
ity. He declared that French-Can- 
adian cultural progress is depend- 
ent on political autonomy .Taking 
tho other side, economist Maurice 
Lamontagne blamed Quebec gov- 
ernment Ideology for stifling the 
development and spread of French 
Canada's culture. 

MINORITY GROUPS 

. A panel of ethnic leaders -gave 
the seminarists a look into the 
problems of immigrant minority 
groups. They outlined difficulties

We are not hypocrites. 

The McGUl Daily has long been critical of .the . late 
premier of this province. His recent untimely death has 
not changed our views. Looking back over his life, there is 
only 'one thing for which we admired Duplessis. He was 
a good politician. , 

As a politician, Duplessis was perhaps -the greatest 
Quebec has ever seen. He forged a giant, but efficient 
election machine that served him well every provincial 
election since J 94-1. So well did it serve him in fact, that 
tlie opposition has held since then but a handful of seats 
•in the Provincial Legislature. A powerful man, the late 
premier guided the destinies of this province for some 
twenty years. 

Hut as a good politician, Duplessis had few close 
friends. As with other highly successful men, he was 
surrounded by a throng of subservient, boot-licking 
hypocrites. These included Union Nationale politicians 
eager to stand even on the edge of the Premier's self-made 
spotlight, former political opponents whose apparent 
philosophy was "if you can't lickjiim, join him", a yellow, 
cringing press which feared to criticize him, and a pack of 
. exuberant businessmen and contractors anxious to please 
him for financial reasons. We don't think Duplessis was 
fooled by his so-called "friends". In all probability he 
accepted them only as a necessary political evil. 

If the late Premier was a popular man among his 

Eeople, he was also a lonely . one.' We are prepared to let 
istorv and his Maker judge him. but we sincerely regret 
he died ' almost friendless, leaving a pack of cowering 
hypocrites to howl at his wake. . 

The Grants Question Again 

The death of Duplessis bus sparked hope in many 
quarters that a new era of cooperation between federal 
and provincial governments will permit Quebec's hard 
pressed universities to benefit from federal grants. 
Already a "spokesman close to Premier Sauvé" has been 
quoted in the press as. saying that steps were underway 
to solve the long outstanding, problem. 

The solution hinted at- by tlie so-called spokesman 
was tluit the provincial government would receive the 

Î riants money from Ottawa and cany out the distribution 
tself. If the provincial government uses this money entirely 
for. university, aid and distributes it on a^.per student 
basis everything will be fine. - 
It's a mighty big. IF. . 

In conver3ations last spring with a prominent Union 
Rationale member we discussed such an eventuality. 
The idea then was to spend the money proportionately over 
the entire provincial budget. Done in such a fashion, the 
universities would hardly benéfit. 

The reason for such a distribution were two-fold. 
The Union Nationale regime feels that federal money set 
aside for university use is, in effect, stolen Quebec tax 
money which > tie province should be able to levy directly. 
And, if the taxes were raised in this province, they feel 
such an increase should be spread uniformly over the 
■whole budget. Secondly, there are obvious political 
motives. The Union Nationale has long won elections on 
the platform that the Provincial Liberals would be mere 
tools of the Liberal administration in Ottawa. If the 
. provincial government were to distribute the grants 
money as the federal Conservative regime wished, the 
Union Nationale regime would lay themselves . open to 
charges of playing ball with Ottawa. 

The federal government is doubtlessly aware of thèse 
facts. We don't believe they would be foolish enough to 
hand the grants money over to the provinces without 
firm guarantees - as to how it would be distributed. 

This brings us back to a deadlock seemingly, identical 
to previous years under the Duplessis regime. The 
situation is not the same, however. Premier Sauvé. is a 
new man at the helm of the Quebec government. If he 
^really wishes to settle the grants problem once and for 
all it is. within his power to do so. There -are other 
solutions than the above. mentioned, and Mr. Sauvé would 
greatly increase his stature as a statesman if he were 
to arrange an amicable settlement

FOR SE E IMPROVEMENT 

The accession of Mr. Sauve to 
the leadership of the Quebec 
government permits us to forsee 
a sensible improvement in the 
relations of the government with 



the university authorities and 
the students. 

Although the establishment of 
free education is conceivable 
only after profound changes in • 
our educational' system and can 
only be forseen after a strong 
movement of popular opinion, 
the relief of economic fraility 
caused by fiscal quarrels between 
Ottawa and Quebec appears to be 
a possible subject for immediate 
deliberation. 

For the great benefit of the 
universities, the "federal grantj 
deadlock can be settled so much 
the more rapidly because Mr. 
Sauve seems to be in favour of 
négociation with Ottawa. The 
seventeen million dollars, which 
the federal government has set 
aside for Quebec universities are 
presently in the hands of the 
Canadian Conference of Universi- 
ties (sic) which is in charge of

its distribution. If Mr. Sauve, 
obtains this money from Ottawa 
we hope that the. distribution 
will not be of a discretionary na- 
ture nor of a nature that will 
retain our universities in the 
state of corrupting submission 
they have long endured. 

ANOTHER SOLUTION 

Another solution would be that 
Msgr. the Rector, now relieved 
of political and economic black- 
mail, accept squarely the grants 
from the hands of the Canadian 
Conference of Universities with- 
out being concerned with the re- 
actions of the provincial govern- 
ment. Such an action, risky as it 
is, would be justified In that the 
universities should not remain in 
financial peril because of consti- 
tutional differences between gov- 
ernments which are both our 
own. It is very unlikely however 
that such an action would re- 
ceive the permission of the Board 
of Governors. 

If the new cabinet lets the 
affair drag without activelv 
searching a solution, better* that 
events voluntarily throw "things 
into disorder, provoke a crisis, 
and openly shatter the (constitu- 
tional) differences, than to per- 
ish in silence.

On the surface, today's Daily has several 
different aspects. Readers will no doubt have 
already noted our n amepl ate . proudly bearing 
the words "McGill Daily" bas changed ' style. 
Gone is the old English lettering to be replaced . 
by a more modern type. Changed- too is the:"- 
headline type throughout the entire paper. The ; 
overall effect is to , remove that "miniature 
Montreal Star" look from the Commonwealth's . 
oldest college daily. 

The changes in nameplate and headline type 
are just two examples of the "different" Daily. 
We feel that' college newspapers, while retaining 
the sobriety that befits all educated men, should

A good college paper has -a greater duty that 
just appearing like a college paper, however.

Larger campus" 
organizations will be given as much cooperation 
a* newspaper ethics permits. For the smaller 
organizations we have instituted a new and im- 



proved current events column. Called "Today" 
it replaces the now extinct "Coming Events"" 
Instead of eye-straining six point letters, an- 
nouncements will now be printed -in regular size 
type. Headlines indicating thé type of event as 
well at the club's name will now appear over 
each write-up in the column. Organizations are 
advised, however, that the .deadline of 2 pm on 
the day before publication is still In force for 
Insertions in the "Today" column. 

This year's Daily will see 09 issues. Besides 
special issues such as Freshmen, Christmas, 
. Awards, and Convocation numbers, the paper " 
vvi appear every, day, Monday to Friday- (except 
holidays) from September 23 to November 27;. 
and from January . 13 to March ?. This means 
•that the Daily will no longer be occasionally 
/ replaced on the stands by such papers as "The, , 
Debating Union News", etc. We feel that the 
Daily is published to serve all student acUvitie's. 
and that^none is so Important, that an entire 
Daily should be taken over for Its particular 
publicity The Daily staff will cooperate, how- 
eve J,', .^ lth flny organization which wishes to 
• publish a newspaper on its own. 

. Editorially,- the Daily will continue its battle 
for federal grants to Quebec universities. We 
shall also be keeping a sharp eye on campus 
activities as a whole, and occasionally traipse 
oft into the realm of national or International 
issues.

about one twentieth of the above- 
mentioned sum. i.e. $6,000,000. 

3) Your query on the. hunger, 
starvation, or partial starvation 
situation in the world. Owing lo 
discrepancies between nationul or 
geographical unities, this is dif- 
ficult to assess; but it would be 
fair to estimate that two thirds of 
our population come under the 
above categories. This situation 
could be modified or largely elim- 
inated at an outlay of $12,000,000... 
or one tenth of the armaments 
bill. 

4) The first attempt to reach 
the moon with a rocket, on the 
part of the Amerioan group, cost

McGiirs Grub Street

There's a small shady street running into the campus just about where a 
famous stream once gurgled into James McGill's Farm. Millon Street has a pleasant 
sound to anyone who has ever attended McGill, both for its association with the great 
poet (integral part of English 100 Readings) "and with McGill life in general. 
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♦The Bonk where, Students' accounts ore wcrmly welcomed,. 



Rut if we are being historical 
about Milton Street, there is a 
fad about its name that intrigues 
the literary scholar. At Cripple- 
gate, London, a lane named Mil- 
ton Street was once called Grub 
Street —.yes, the Grub Street of 
literary fame — where hack wri- 
ters and minor poets eked out 
an existence by scribbling for dic- 
tionary makers and ballad print- 
ers. 

Our Milton Street — McGill's 
Grub Street — has inherited some 
of the traditions of its great 
namesake. We have our writers, 
of every variety, both dead and 
living, who haunt Milton street 
in the small hours of the morning, 
sometimes in full daytime, most 
of all In the dusk of evening. 
Stephen Lcacock,' whose ghost no 
doubt inspires many a squib in 
the flfcGill Daily, has been known 
to walk this street — some say, 
looking for extinct billiard rooms 
in these precincts. (Grub Street, 
in Shakespeare's lime, was "given 
over to bowling alleys and dicing 
houses", a tradition we have hon- 
oured in the breach, not the ob- 
servance.) A. M. Klein, a living 
Canadian poet, has walked occa- 
sionally in this street, remember- 
ing the sixteenth century when 
Grub Street was a centre of f let- 
chers, bowycrs, and bowstring 
makers: his grieving line about 
poetry, an art "archaic like, the 
fletcherV echoes no doubt his 
nostalgia for those historic times. 

McGill's Grub Street, like New 
York's Broadway, has spread to- 
day to adjoining streets, on or 
off campus in many directions. 
Our writers 'do their "work at the 
Union, in the Riviera, under class- 
room notebooks, and even, at the 
dissecting table (as one biology 
student has confessed). The old 
Grub Street, by a familiar pro- 
cess called pejoratlon in langua- 
ge, has becôme for many the site 
merely of "the Greasy Spoon", a 
restaurant where grub is served 
and the coffee pot flows free. 
Here many a Freshman writes 
his late 100C essay between pe- 
riods, and many a Sports Editor 
has written his "Christmas Poem" 
dn the dog days of December. So 
Grub Street, as Samuel Johnson 
said, is still "much' inhabited by 
writers of small historiés... and 
temporary poems." 

For great histories and immor- 
tal poems, we can turn today to 
the literary outlets that keep the 
tradition alive. At McGill the 
Doily every -week prints one or 
two articles worth saving; some 
of these are later. reprinted fii 
the >fcGW Daily Review. Forge 
is the literary magazine of the 
campus, publishing poetry, stories 
and articles of high -calibre. Sev- 
eral awards for writing arc avail- 
able at McGill, the Chester Mc-. 
Naughten' Prizes, the Women's 
Press~Club Scholarship, the Rut- 
herford Memorial Prize; the new 
writer can look into these in the 
Announcement for Schojarships, 
Bursaries, Prizes and Medals. 
iPoetry ; of. .exceptional : promise 
appears in the McGill Poetry 
Series, of which four books have'

Kvcry spring, the hearts of all young sportswriters naturally 
turn to the McGill Rcdmcn. It seems that every spring McGill is 
destined to win the Yates Trophy that coming fall. Late summer 
and early fall is sobering off ueriod. Hopes gradually fade until 
the lirst game of the season. McGil's record of no Yates Trophy's 
since 1938 explains what happens from there. 

The same pattern began in the spring of this year. At that time, 
two big names stood high above all others. Tom Skypeck and Dan 
Fanning would make Hie greatest passing combination ever to wear 
the Itod and White. Fanning, a 6'5" end decided to get a 'Civil 
Engineering degree at McGill. He had made a lot of noise in 
easiern-American college ball with Williams College:- so much noise, 
in fact, that he was awarded a tryout as an import with the Alouettes. 
He was cut, pulled out of McGill and returns to Williams. 

The Skypeck story is more optimistic. His Director of Athletics 
at Cornell had this to sav. "I have seen many fine football players 
at Cornell over the last 13 years and I feel certain that Tom, off his 
showing last fall, was the best 
all-around plaver of them all". 
We yot hold of the 1958 Cornell 
Statistics and were rather im- 
pressed. He led in scoring, punt- 
ing and passing. In addition, he 
eiîher passed pnr or personally 
storrd 13 of the team's 22 
touchdowns ami kicked almost 
all of the team's converts. 
Sounds great, but problems arise. 
McGill accepts Tom into Dentis- 
trv even though he failed to get 
his degree from Cornell because 
of one course. The standards of 
the Intercollegiate Football lea- 
gue are much higher, however. 
Tiiev will nccept a man entering 
second year University, but a 
man entering his fifth year of 
higher education without a de- 
gree is nut good enough. 

So let's discuss the situation 
as it exists. Presently, .we are 
supposed to he growing more 
pessimistic. Actually, we're not. 
We received a few shock?, hut 
summing up the present situa- 
tion, we find ourselves in a bet- 
ter situation than expected. The 
liedmon lack depth, but the pro- 
posed first string team looks 
good.
